said was the “bullet that kill- 
ed Kennedy.” 

Standing beside and watching 
the man picking up the .45 cali- 
ber bullet, were two men the 
district attorney identified as a 
Dallas policeman and a Dallas 
County sheriff’s deputy. 

CAN’T IDENTIFY 

Garrison said he could not 
identify by name any of the 
three men but said the picture 
wass taken less than 10 minutes 
after President Kennedy was 
shot. 

The district attorney said the 
man whose bullet delivered the 
coup de grace to the President 
of the United States stood in a 
manhole that connects with a 


drainage system under DealeyT 
Plaza. 

The New Orleans parish offi- 
cial said the assassin, after 
shooting Kennedy in the right 
temple, escaped by going 
through 18-inch and 30-inch sew- 
er pipes under the plaza.
